Report of the Grand Jury 
to the Court To-Day. 


Strong Circumstantial Evidence of Nide- 
let’s Connection With the Lottery Ring, 


But No Proof that he Stood in 
With the Gay Gamboliers. 


Judge Cady Censured for Familiarity 
With Horse-Sharks and for 
Taking Money for Bonds. 


Severe Condemnation of Judge 
Jones’ Administration of 
Criminal Justice. 


Wakefield—Horse-Sharks—Straw Bonds 
—Publie Institutions. 


The grand jury—that notorious grand jury 
about which the city and the 
State have been on tiptoe for 
a month—came into the Criminal Court te-day 
and made to Judge Laughlin their final re- 
port. There were co:nparatively few people 
present, owing to the uncertainty as to what 
bour the report would be made and the fact 
thatthere were no cases on the docket for trial. 

As soon asthe membeis of the grand jury 
had taken their seats their names were called 
by Marshal Leonori, and all were present. 

Have you any report to make?“ asked the 
Judge. 

„We have,’’ replied the foreman, Mr. Me- 
Cullagh, whereupon that gentlemun stepped 
up and handed the Judge a buudle of papers, 
several of which were fresh indictments. 

These latter the Judge scanned fora moment, 
and then took up a heavy document 
which it took him nearly half an 
hour to read. This was the report 
which has been so anxious!y waited for by the 
public, and which is given ia full below. It 
will be found very interesting reading, 
and, as it was written by the 
distinguished editor of the Globe- Democrat 
himself, its rhetoric is perhaps better than 
that of ordinary papers of the kind.

THE REPORT. 
Tofion. Henry D. Laughlin, Judge Criminal 

Court, St. Louis: 

When the grand jury forthe March Term of 
the Criminal Court were empaneled, a grave 
scundal affecting the official integrity of one of 
the Volice Commissioners of the city of St. 
Louis had become publie, and instructions 
were, in consequence, given by this honorable 
court to thoroughly iuvestigate and report all 
the ascertainable tacts in the case. It was al- 
kyed that J. C. Nidelet,a member ot the Board 
ot Police Commissioners of tho city of St. 
Louis, had been guiity of corruption in office, 
in that large sums of money had been collect. 
ed fromthe gamblers of St. Louis to be paid 
to him in return for protection illegally 
extended by him, and, information illegally 
given by him to persons interested in the bust- 
ness Of gambling, and that hehad been guilty 
of oppression and corruption in office in his 
conduct toward certain persons engaged in the 
business ot lottery dealing in tuis ¢itv. We 
huve examined a large number ot witnesses, 
and find as to the accusations on the subject of 
gambling thata number of persons engaged in 
that business paid money to one A, B. Wake- 
field, upon representations that he (Wakefield) 
could precure such iaformation trom J. C. 
Nidelet, with respect to intended raids upon 
their establishments, as would be of great pe- 
cuniary bencfittothem. Wakefield represent- 
edthut the money thus collected from the 
cambiers wus to be divided with Nidclet, 
but «vidence of the receips of any 
part of tlis money by Nidelet is 
entirely lacking. Wakefield swears that he 
collected it, not forinformation furnished ffom 
the Police Bourd, but for services rendered as 
an attorney. When questioned as tothe char- 
ucter of the lecalservice he is not very well 
able to define it, and when further examined 
as to his qualifications for practice at the bar 
he displays a degree of ignuiance which would 
be very comical if it did not suggest that he 
makes use of the license of a lawyer to cover 
the sinister acts ofacitizen. His examination 
resulted in an iadictment against him for per- 
jury, he having in our judgment sworn falsely 
us to several essential details ot our investiga- 
tion. 

THE LOTTERY INVESTIGATION, 

in which the conduct of Police Commissioner 
Nidelet was involved, resulted less favorably 
to the repatation ot that official inasmuch as it 
developed a strong chuin of circumstantial ev- 
iuence against him. We find that he co:n- 
menced as Police Commissioner a war upon 
the lotteries, which he atter- 
wards continued as a citizen, and 
at his own expense, and that his conduct in 
this matter contributed directly to the pecuni- 
univ gain of A. B. Wakefield, by enabling him 
to make terms with the owners of the iottery 
and to buy fora nominal sum an interest in the 
lottery, which yielded him u large revenue in 
n hort timo. Nidelet’s prosecution ot the lot- 
te1ies soon became a persecution, and as such 
it was continued with a vigor until Wake- 
field’s object was accomplished, when it sud- 
depnly cexused. We find it impossible to recon- 
cile Nidelet’s conduct in the premises with any 
reasonable standard of the requirements of 
duty as Police Commissioner or as citizen. 
He attempted to influence the nomination of 
candidates tor Judge ot the Court of Criminal 
Correetion, and, according to the testimony of 
one witness, he promisea the support of the 
YoliceDepartment to a political organization to 
which he was op d, H it would nominate 
the man of his choice for that important office. 
Every movement of his, from the beginning to 
the end, in this matter, contributed to the 
ACCOMPLISHMENT OF WAKEFIELD'S PURPOSE, 
anu yet he and Wakefiela swear in unison 
against any act of corruption on his part. 
V akefield is the only man likely to have been 
cognizant of such corruption, if it existed, and 
we shoulg be unwilling to incujpate any man 
on bis testimony. So that we are compeiled to 
leave the public in the same dilemma in which 
we find ourselves—tbat of aleciding, with the 
circopmstantial evidence clearly against him, 
whither Police Commissioner Nidelesc was 
nore then zealous or less than honest in the 
prosecution ot what is known as the lottery 
war. 

Governor Phelps appeared before the nd 
uly Ly invitation during the progress of this 
uvestigation. His name had been used by 
other paities in connection with certain dis- 
honorabie transactions, and we thought it due 
10 him and to his @xalted official position to 
give him an opportunity to be heard. We 
cheerfully bear testimony to tho full and satis- 
factory character of his explanation. He re- 
moved every ibie ground for accusation or 
suspicion in the minds of the grand jurors, and 
cofvinced them that there was no other basis 


. a 
acquaintance into ap intimate t 
bis own selfish and nefarious 


which he has since rendered, in the direction 
ot the prosecution and punishment of crimi- 
nals. he people may safely look to him as an 
executive from whom the criminal classes have 
littie to hope or expect, except the enforce- 
ment of the criminal iaws. 

On the general subject of gambling, we find 
that what may be called the gambling inter- 
est’’ has for many years been a soarce of cor- 
ruption tothe Police Department. In 1575 it 
bribed a Chief ot Police with $1,000, to secure 
his fall and removal. Througu its representa- 
tives, it has boasted of its power to control the 
police, and more than once it has exercised 
that ower. In our judgment, all this 
evil has srisen from a misconception 
ot the law, under which the Police Com- 
missioners have assumed to regulate a crime 
which it is their dutv tosuppress. The Com- 
missioners have assumed and exercised a 
power ‘‘to bind and to loose“ which the law 
never deleguted to th . In illustration of 
this we will state that ar daily report of 
the condition of cach gambling house in the 
city is made to the Vice-President of the bo- 
lice Board, who is thus enabledto tellata 
ulance how many houses ure open and ‘‘run- 
ning’’ and how many ure closed. With this ro- 
port before him the vice-president of the board 
aliows or interdicts gambling as may seem best 
to his judgment or caprice. Gambling can not 
be lawful on Monday and unlawful on Tuesday, 
und it isthe business ofthe Police Commis- 
sioners to entorce laws and not to interpret 
them. 

IF GAMBLING IS LAWFUL, 

it should not be molested; it unlawful, it 
should not be tolerated. The statutes declare 
gumbling to be unlawful, and make it the busi- 
ess of the police to deul with it as they would 
deal with any othercrime. But the practice 
bas been to treat it as at the worst a weukness 
to be mildly reproved, rather than as a crime 
tole rigorously punished, and to exalt those 
who enguge in it into a class of gentlemanly of- 
fenders, with whom the law must deal, if at 
all, more in sorrow than in anger, but especial- 
ly in tenderness. 

There is u measure now pending before the 
Missouri Legislature to make gambiing a fel- 
ony instead of, as at present, a misdemeanor, 
and to punish it as such. In our judgment 
such a law, if enacted, would defeat its own 
purpose because of its sweeping and indiscrim- 
inate inclusiveness in »pplying toall games of 
chance, and because of the severity of its pen 
alty. There are gumes which approxi- 
inate 80 nearly to rovbery that 
they mizht be punished as 
felonies, but there are other games into which 
the ciement of chance fairly enters, and they 
should not be rated above misdemearors. The 
chief legislative need on this subject is the sub- 
stitution of imprisonment for finein the pun- 
ishment of mistemeanors of this class. To Wwe 
most guilty parties in gambling cases a fine is no 
real punishinent,especially when,in the discre- 
tion of the court, it me y be merely nominal, It 
is unequal in its Operations also. Thus A 
and is may be equally guilty and sentenced 
Rike. each to pay un equal fine. Here the abil- 
ity to pay enters as an important factor in the 
senterce, and may destroy the principle of 
eauality of punishment which should anderlie 
allcriminallaws. A jail sentence instead ota 
fine would equalize the penalty and put all of- 
fencers upon the same level betore offended 
law.

facts: That: William C. Jones. Mule 
Judge of the St. Louis Criminal Court, repented - 
ly placed himselfunder pecuniary obligations 
to parties accused of crime before his court. 
Thatin one instance two parties were jointly 
uccused ofthe same crime; one of them heid 
the unsecured notes oi Judge Jones for $40 
and was acquitted under instructions of 
Court to the jurv; the other, who did not occupy 
the enviable relation ot creditor tothe Court, 
was couvicted and sentenced to the Peniten- 
tiary. 

That an individual who had been for years 
in a chronic state of indictment and-was known 
to the police as a criminal, was a trequent len- 
der to Judge Jones, und often Dbousied of the 
influence which he possessed in the Criminal 
Court because of this fact, and thatthe record 
us to himself shows the boasts to have been well 
founded. That snother individual tamil- 
iar to the Four Courts us de- 
fendant in criminal cases counted Judge 
Jones among his debtors for a year and a half 
in sums ranging as high as $500, an‘ that, al- 
though bonds to the umount of 31.5% were at 
one tiu.e declared forfeited against him, noth- 
ing was ever received on them, although 
were undoubtedly good aud responsible. That, 
nccording to the testimony of an efficient an | 
trustworthy police officer on duty at the Cen- 
tral Police Station during part of the time of 
Judge Jones’ service in the Criminal Court, the 
administration of 

THE CRIMINAL LAWS WAS So LAX, 

and was characterized to such an extent by 
fuvoritism of the kind just narrated, that vizi- 
lance inthe detection of crime was discourazed 
end impaired, because hope of its punishineut 
was almost abandoned. That Judge Jones was 
in the habit of asking and receiving fivors in 
the shane of the free use of horses and vehicles, 
from what are Known us horse sharks—a bad 
ciass of criminals—who-re crimes were eon 
stantly passing in review before the courts, 
whose conduct and reputation were fauwiiiinas 
to Judge Jones when he became the recipient 
of their favors. 

Wetnd it difficult to express in language a 
fitting rebuke to conduct like this. The difter- 
ence between a loan and a bribe trom ua erm 
nul to a Judge is technical only; it is even less 
than technical when there is good reason to 
believe thatit was never intended that the 
loan should be returned, and whenin at lust 
one instunce that has come to our Knowle ize 
the loan never was returned. The crimina 
Glasses are not more generous nor less exact- 
ingthan those wnoare superiorto them in 
morals. For every favor bestowed upon u man 
who holds their fate in their hands,they exp -ct 
areturn. Ifthey do not receive this return 
they are deceived, and from their standpoint 
are grossly wronged if they do not receive it, 
the temple of justice is polluted and a high 
public tust is grossly dis: onored. In citiner 
event the Judge is guilty of high treason 
against the majesty of the law. Whicii he bas 
SMWOrn to detend and uphold. Nor shou.d he 
be allowed the benefit of the doubt which tie 
luw resolves in tavor of the paltry criminal. 
There is for him no debatable ground between 
absolute purity in office and absolute 
moral guilt; he may clutch at the prisoner's 
plea that 

IIS INNOCENCE BE BELIEVED 
until his guiit be proven, vut it will not save 
him inthe estimation ofthe people who elect- 
d bim as the guerdian of their sacred rights o 
lite and property. 

We find that in the Court of Criminal Correc.- 
tien fit has long been the practice to accept 
money for the taking of bonds by the Judge ul 
ter court homs. 

THE PRESENT JUDGE 
inherited this practice from his predecessors, 
and hus continued it during his incumbency. 
The umount received is generally $5.for each 
bond. We deem this not only unauthorized by 
law, but contrary to the tollowing prvuvision of 
nw : 

Every cfficer who shall, bv color of his office, 
uniawitully and willfully exact or demand and 
receive any fee or reward to execute or do his 
duty. or for any official act done or to be done, 
thet is not due, or more than is due, or before 
it is due, shall ® be punished by 
fine rot «exceeding five hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding 
one year, or by both. Wagner’s Stututes, page 
458. 

lt istrue that, accordiny tothe testimony be- 
fore us, no demand is actually made, but ac- 
cording to the same testimony, the payment is 
expected in each case in which the Judye is 
calleu upon to take a bond at such time as he 
is not on duty in court. The — possibie 
escape from criminality in tne act is that the 
word ‘‘and,’’ instead of the word ‘‘or,’’ oc- 
curs between the words demand and re- 
eeive,’’ making, — — to a strict con- 
struction, both demand and receipt necessary 
to constitute the offense. The spirit and in- 
tent of the statute are clear, however, and 
ought not to be perverted by a Judge for his 
own pecuniary benefit. 

THE JUDGE OF THE COURT OF CRIMINAL CORREC- 


ON 
is also censurable with the late Judge 
of the Criminal Court in having been 
on terms of intimacy with certain of the 
criminal clases known as horse sharks,’’ to 
the extent, at least, of putting himse under 
obligation to them in the borrowing and use of 
their vihicles without making payment there- 
for. Weneed notrepeat here what we have 
already said on this subject, while treating of 
another person similarly implicated. But the 
spectacle of two Judges offendingin this par- 
ticular at the same time is not calculated to in- 
crease popular confidence in an honest admin- 
istration of the criminai laws. 

We devoted much time and attention to the

The term is used to designate a 
class of men who make robber in connection 
with horse-dealing their business. They 
have, in addttion to their crimes, done vast in- 
ury to the horse market ot this city vy giving 
ta bad reputation and deterring honest trad- 
ers from doing business here. Their modes of 
operstion are many and corious, 
but thev all tend tw the same end, 
the swindling of all who deal with themin the 
belief that they are honest traders. hile the 
courts and the horse sharks were on the terms 
of intimacy spoken of in preceding parts of this 
report, it was, of course, imp eto put an 
end to this disgrace; but within the past few 
months there has been a noticeable change in 
the interest of justice and the pusishment of 
offenders, und there aie signs that the last of 
the horse sharks will soon in the nitea- 
tiary. We have returned a pumber indict- 
ments under this head and have found hearty 
co-operators in the Cirenit Attorney, Mr. 
Beach, and the Assistant Circnit Attorney, Mr. 
Noonan. In this case the rigid enforcement of 
the law will accomplish a double purpose. It 
will bring offenders to justice and it will reatore 
confidence, recently much shaxen, in the 
honesty ofa market which represensta a large 
itemin the trade and commerce of the city.

contmct. The result ofthe advertisement was 
that over six bids were made by different men, 
each accompanied by the required deposit of 
earnest money, These bids were opened on 
the cay advertised, but the contract 
was not awarded for eeveral weeks 
after. The bid of James Hurdy was for $12,- 
920 for the whole term, payabie to him in 
monthly insta'ivents. Numerens other btde 
were irate much lower than this, some of 
them but little more than hall sbuve na ned 
sum, al! being accompanied by carneat money, 
and bonds being flied ineach case for the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of the contractor, 
and yet the ccn'ract was let to Hardy 
at an app#ien* loss to the city, 
as compared with «ther bid’, of over $17,00u, 
Or more.

HINTS TO BUSINESS MEN 


. Advertising as Seen 
2 N English Eyes. 
[From the London (England) Daily Echo.! 
American advertisers have the reputation of 
an originality and emartness far in advance of 
that enjoyed by their European brethren. 
Some of their devices for securing publicity 
are of a character that we hardly wish 
to see imitated in this country; 
but there are two lessons—pru- 
-dence and persistency—which many Eng- 


lish ira’esmen and business people might 
learn from them with advantage. With the 
exception of the great adv ertisers, who know 
too well the value of publicity to forsake its 
advantages, the majority of people con- 
duct their adv — business in a timid and 
irresolute manner which usually results in pe- 
cuniary loss and frequently disgusts them 
with what is, after all, the very life- 
bioed of business, when really their own 
want of saygacity and. pluck is alone to 
blame. The ordinary advertiser goes in for a 
spurt, and while the fit is on him he will pay 
money to any journal he may fall across, or 
that may be introduced to him by a fifth-rate 
agent, for the sake of the black-mail paid in 
double commission. By-and-by the bills 
come in; the advertiser finds he has spent 
three times as much as he meant to; the 
specialty he has been trying to intro- 

uce has falien flat on the publie taste, 
or business generally has become 
dull; and he fancies buyers are few and little 
likely to pay atiention to his announcements. 
He stops short accordingly and loses nearly all 
the benefit of his previous expenditure. The 
success reaped by those whose advertisements 
appear from year to year should teach 
men o Vusiness first to be careful 
in the selection of the medium they 
cheose, and next, when satisfied on this 
point, to persevere, disregarding apparent 
‘failure, and never retrenching expenditure 
wien business is dull. The man who shut up 
his shop to save his expenses when trade was 
slack would Le counted a fool, and yet he 
eculd hardly damage bis reputation more than 
the advertiser who, for a similar reason, 
withdraws his announcements. The peo- 
ple who read the papers in dull 
times are those who po when trade 
revives, and he who will get most of their 
custom is the man who has kept his name well 
before them when their attention was unoc- 
cupied. Moreover, advertising in this country 
is left too much to large capitalists. If the 
small trader who is forever grumbling at his 
want of ability to compete with large houses, 
and at their compurative monopoly of pub- 
lie custom, would only reme: — that 
in the columns of the newspaper 
press he can, at a comparatively small cost, 
command a publicity co-extensive with the 
bounds of civilization, and a certain lucrative 
return, richer and richer in results every suc- 
ceeding year, he would doubtless more fre- 
quently use it. Those who pride themselves 
on not being ‘‘udvertising houses’’ should 
Dear in mind that in trade nothing wears 
faster than a geod reputation 
when nobody ever hears anything about it. 
A Yankee contemporary tells a story 
much to the point, of a town. where every one 
advertised with the exception of one man. 
Everybody thrived except him, but he obsti- 
nately declared that nothing should ever make 
him advertise. He was mistaken, although 
he only discovered it the day after his bank- 
ruptey, when he had to instruct the auction- 
eer to advertise the sale of his business forthe 
benetit of his creditors.

This Morning 


Joseph Logan Batters John Strauss Over the 
Head With a Club—Other Criminal 
and Police News. 


Nearly a Murder. 

A stabbing affray occurred at about 10 
o clock this morning, which eame near adding 
one more murder to St. Louis’ long list of hom- 
icides. This morning’s victim is James Ryan, 


well known in East St. Louis as an ex 
member of the East St. uis Me- 
tropolitan Police force. His assailant is an 
individual named Hugh Donnelly, a machinist 
by occupation but at present out of a job and 
waiting for something to turnup. The quar- 
rel began about paying tar the drinks. The 
two had just came out of a restaurant 
located on Market, between Sixth 
and Seventh streets, when the 
melee occurred. Donnelly, without giving 
Ryan a moment’s warning, whipped out an 
ugly-looking pocket-knife, and dealt hima 
terrible blow on the left side of the head, cut- 
ting thiough the left ear and artery. 
No sooner was the cutting operation performed 
than Officer O'Malley had Donnelly in tow and 
lodged him behind the bara of the Chestnut 
Street Police Station. Ryan was taken tothe 
Dispensary for treatment. The blood flowed 
from his wounds so freely that the crowd who 
witnessed the affray thought he would bleed 
to death, but Dr. Luedeking at the Dispensary 
stopped the flow of blood in short order, and 
sent the man tothe City Hospital for further 
treatment. A warrant charging Donnelly with 
assuuit to kill will be issued to-day. 


A Vile Establishment. 

Edward Moritz, an individual with a very red 
nose sand a cheek as thick as sole-leather, was 
up before Judge Jecko to-duy upon a charge 
of violating a city ordinancein keeping a dis- 
orderly house at the corner of Main 
and Cedar streets. Officers MeCarthy 
and Dotticher uppeœared and gave 
the house u terrible reputation. It was the re- 
sort ot a lot of prostitutes and old penitentiary 
birds. It was here that the tramp ilildebrand 
was so mysteriously murdered, and also the 
scene of a score Of attempts at “assault to Kill. 
Besides the officers u lot ot women 
who reside inthe vicinity of the Moritz man- 
sion appeared and corroborated the stories told 
by the police officer. Ontheother hand Moritz 
claimed thathe kept an eminently respectabie 
lodging house. Twenty persons lodged there 
nightly, and trom each of these he collected 
ten cents. He never lodged a single 
woman. Judge Jecko thought Moritz 
lied, and that the Moritz establishinent should 
be rooted trom the face of the earth. He ac 
cordingly entered a $100 fine, which will prob- 
ubiy buve the effect of eradicating the vile 
ranch.

Louise Joyce came skipping into theClerk’s 
office of the Court ot Criminal Correction to- 
day looking for some one to whom she could 
confide her woes. Lig-hearted Billy Fitzgeral!, 
who always has time to hear the plaints of 
pretty women or ugly men either, 
listened 10 her story with 
the following result: August Monzel, 
of No. 809 Naomi street, bad assaulted and 
battered her till forvearance ceased to be ua 
virtue, and she wante:l a warrant for hisarrest. 
The same was given, but, not caring to go to 
juil, August gave bail in the sum ot $200 to un 
swer the charge on the 14th of May next in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 


Wicked William. 
George kelly appeared before Prosecuting 
Attorney Dierkesthis morning looking like a 
man who had been through a multitude of bat 


tles. His face was covered with scars and 
sores which he everred be had received from a 
brick in the hands of an individual named Win. 
Peters in a little scrimmage which the two 
had had in a saloon onthe corner of Fourth 
and Spiuce streets.

Ihis was served, and Pesers. not velng 
able to give bail, was jailed to answer.

Thomas J. Baldwin was arrested to-day 
upon a charge of fraudulent conveyance. The 
plaintiff in the case is Jolin Kruchiter, who re- 
sides onthe corner of Jefferson avenue and 
Victor street, who charges Baldwin with con- 
veying certain lots with intent to detraud this 
plaintiff.

The club-swinger was ar- 
rested, and, as he could not give bail to answer 
tothe churge, was put in Conway's crib with 
the rest of the gang.

The cases against lottery men that were laid 
over at thelast arraignment came up before 
Judge Cady in the three C's court to-day. In 
the two cases against Charles Bachelor the plea 
of guilty was withdrawn by leave of Court and 
the cases nolle prosed. Allother cases were 
laid over till Saturday.
